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“RENEW set for fall start; 


two kick-offs are slate

After a year of prayer and preparation, 
RENEW will soon be starting in more 
than 80 of the 90 parishes of the San 
Diego diocese. A diocesan kick-off is 
planned for Sunday afternoon, Oct. 2, in 
St. Joseph Cathedral, beginning at 4 
p-m.; Bishop Leo T. Maher will preside. 


The bishop will lead clergy, Religious 
and laity from all participating parishes in 
a bi-lingual celebration of Evening 
Prayer; the bishop will also be at another 
RENEW kick-off for the Imperial Valley 
the following Saturday, Oct. 8, when he is 
scheduled to be the principal concelebrant 
of a late-afternoon Mass closing the 
annual Imperial Valley (religious 
education) Congress. 


RENEW WILL formally begin in the 
parishes with the Masses on Sunday, Oct. 
9; the following six weeks will comprise 
the first of six RENEW semesters spread 
over the next three years, with the bulk of 
the activity centered in small home share- 
and-study groups meeting on a weekly 
basis. 


Since the RENEW office opened one 
year ago under the direction of Msgr. 
John A. Dickie, more than 1100 persons 
and their pastors have received training in 
English, and another 300 persons have 
attended the sessions in Spanish. 


They have-already been working since 
before the summer began as parish core 
groups and coordinating committees, and 
will be on hand during all Masses on sign- 
up Sunday, Sept. 25, when parishioners 
in each of the participating parishes will 
be asked to join one of the small home 
groups. 

IN ADDITION to these 1,400 people, 
notes Msgr. Dickie, each of whom 
represents another three or four 
committee members in the parish, the

SAN DIEGO — Religious men and 
women, once the mainstay of parochial 
schools, will soon have what amounts to a 
minor role in Catholic education, 
according to one prediction. 


At the time of Vatican II, all principals 
and 80 percent of the nation’s Catholic 
elementary school teachers were 
Religious. By the end of the century, it is 
expected that Religious will account for 
only 10 percent of the principals and one 
percent of the teachers in elementary 
schools, Father Dennis Clark, 
superintendent of diocesan schools, said. 


SAN DIEGO’S parochial education 
system will no doubt be affected by the 
changes, Father Clark noted, since this 
diocese mirrors nationwide statistics 
within a percentage point. Currently, 65 
percent of the principals and 22 percent of 
the nation’s grade school educators are 
Religious. 


The 1982-83 statistical report of the

are 16,000 students in the 44 parochial 
schools and five high schools in Imperial 
and San Diego Counties that comprise 
the diocesan schools system. 


diocesan Department of Educational 
Ministry shows that 22 percent of the 
faculty at our Catholic elementary schools 
are Religious and that 15 percent of high 
school teachers are Religious. 

Four out of five high school principals 
(80 percent) were Religious during

time period, 70 percent of elementary 
school principals were Religious, the 
report showed.

The Korean jetliner 
and the pastoral... 


WASHINGTON (NC) — When the 
U.S. bishops approved their pastoral 
letter on war and peace last May, no one 
could have predicted that the gunning 
down four months later of a Korean Air 
Lines jumbo jet would bring the first 
application of the bishops’ new teaching. 


Yet that’s what happened when the 
president of the bishops’ conference, 
Archbishop John R. Roach of St. Paul- 
Minneapolis, issued a statement Sept. 7 
calling the attack on the airliner ‘‘an act 
of murder’’ but also praising President 
Reagan for taking action ‘‘which does not 
exceed what is necessary.”’ 


AFTER THE pastoral was approved 
overwhelmingly by the bishops it seemed 
likely that its first use on the national level 
would be in congressional testimony. 
Officials from the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops and its public policy 
arm, the U.S. Catholic Conference, 
frequently use pastoral letters and 
statements of the bishops to make a point 
about specific proposals on Capitol Hill.

Document on Eucharist: ‘A sharp warning’

WASHINGTON (NC) — The 
Vatican’s new statement that only 
sacramentally ordained priests can 
consecrate the Eucharist has ecumenical 
and other implications that go beyond the 
immediate question it addresses. 


The new document, released Sept. 8, is 
a letter to the world’s bishops by the 
Vatican’s Congregation for the Doctrine 
of the Faith. 


THE BASIC teaching it contains, that 
no one but a duly ordained priest has the 
power to celebrate Mass, is not new in the 
Catholic Church. It was formally spelled 
out as Church teaching by the Fourth 
Lateran Council in 1215 and reaffirmed 
several times in the, teachings of the 
Second Vatican Council, 1962-65. In 
1973 and 1975 the doctrinal congregation 
issued declarations affirming the teaching 


in response to writings by Father Hans 
Kung, Swiss-born theologian. The 
newest document mentions no names but 
appears to have been prompted by the 
writings of Belgian-born Dominican 
Father Edward Schillebeeckx challenging 
traditional concepts of sacramental 
ordination. 


It is not the Church teaching on 
sacramental ordination itself but the way 
it is expressed in the new document that 
may well draw the most attention from 
theologians, ecumenists, bishops, priests 
and catechists. 


For bishops, priests, theologians and 
catechists, the document contains 
warnings against undervaluing the 
sacraments of orders and the Eucharist in 
theological writing and _ catechetical 
teaching. 


FOR CATHOLICS in general there is 


a sharp warning against viewing the 
celebration of the Eucharist as ‘‘simply 
the action of the local community”’ or as 
nothing more than ‘‘a fraternal 
celebration in which the community 
comes together and gives expression to its 
identity.’’ The Eucharist, the document 
says, is “‘the sacramental renewal of the 
sacrifice of Christ.”’ 


Msgr. Richard Malone, executive 
director of the U.S. bishops’ Committee 
on Doctrine, said that, in his view, U.S. 
religious education today tends to neglect 
the sacrificial, sacramental aspects of the 
Eucharist and place too much emphasis 
on its ‘‘fraternal celebration”’ aspect. 

That, he said, presents a more serious 
and widespread pastoral problem in the 
United States than the question of the 
need for an ordained priest to preside at

‘VERY POSITIVE’ — The head of a 
papal commission named in June to help guide 
developments in Religious life in the U.S. feels 
“very positive’’ after two weeks of meetings in 
Rome. ‘‘Both the (Vatican) Congregation for 
Religious and the pope have been very open 
and understanding. They appreciate the work 
of Religious in the United States, and we feel 
very positive about our task,”’ said Archbishop 
John R. Quinn of San Francisco. 

PRAISED — Vatican Radio has praised 
the efforts of Roman Catholic leaders in El 
Salvador to promote negotiations between the 
government and the guerrillas. Preliminary 
talks between guerrilla representatives and a 
government-appointed Peace Commission 
began in August in Bogota, Colombia. The 
bishop of Santa Ana, El Salvador, is a member 
of the three-man commission. 


ELECTED — Father Peter Hans 
Kolvenbach, 54, a Dutch linguist involved in 
ecumenical dialogue with the Orthodox, was 
elected 29th superior general of the Society of 
Jesus Sept..13 in Rome.

‘MORE CONFUSED’ — Twenty-five 
years of increasing political independence and 
social change have left most African countries 
poorer than before and ‘‘more confused,’’ a 
spokesman for the Church in Africa said. 
Father Joseph Osei, secretary general of the 
Bishops’ Conferences of Africa and 
Madagascar, spoke at the first all-Africa 

‘ meeting of the Catholic laity, held in Nairobi, 
Kenya. 

‘NEGATIVE’ — The Catholic Health 
Association of the United States (CHA) has 
asked the U.S. Department of Health and 
Human Services (HHS) to allow modification 
of a proposed notice on care of handicapped 
infants. Proposed HHS ‘‘Baby Doe’’ 
regulations require posting notices in hospital 
nursing stations saying a denial of treatment to 
handicapped newborns is a violation of federal 
anti-discrimination laws and should be 
reported to the federal government. The 
proposed notice has a ‘‘negative character,”’ 
John Curley, Jr., CHA president, said in a 
letter to the HHS Office of Civil Rights. 

‘CONDOLENCES — Pope John Paul II 


sent his‘condolences to the Korean people and 
the official Vatican newspaper issued a harshly 
worded editorial in the wake of the Sept. 1 
attack on a Korean Air Lines jet near the 
Soviet island of Sakhalin which killed 269 
passengers. L’Osservatore Romano, in a 
signed front page editorial, condemned the 
attack.and said those responsible “‘lacked all 
elementary respect for life.”’ 

GIRL KILLED? — The presumed 
kidnappers of Emanuela Orlandi, a 15-year- 
old’ Vatican resident, provided further 
evidence Sept. 4 that they had abducted her, 


but hinted that the girl had been killed, saying . 


‘*the episode is now closed.’’ Their statement 
and the use of the past tense increased fears 


among investigators and relatives that she -

For unwed mothers 


Sr. Claire opens St. Clare’s

ESCONDIDO — A 21-year-old who 
was ‘‘feeling all alone’’ when she was 
diagnosed as being pregnant thinks she 
would be living on the streets if not for the 
help of Saint Clare’s Home. 


“‘T’d be on the streets, that’s my best 
guess,’ the girl, who asked to be 
identified as Heidi, said. She is not 
unique — one woman came to the facility 
with 20 cents, another had been living in 
a car, and another had been sleeping at 
the beach. 


HEIDI WAS desperate, so she called 
several agencies for help. The Emmanuel 
Faith Center here -referred Heidi to 
Christian Community Sister Claire 
Frawley, director of Saint Clare’s Home. 


Before April of this year, there was no 
North County facility for unwed mothers, 
Sister Claire said. She learned that the 
hard way, as a youth counselor at St. 
Mary Church in Escondido. 


Sister Claire met a pregnant woman 
who had a two-year-old, no spouse and 
was ‘‘on the verge of suicide.’’ All the 
agencies that provide shelter for unwed 
mothers were full. 


‘“*THERE WAS no place I could send 
her, so I took her home,”’ Sister said. ‘‘It 
was my dream from then on to found a 
home in North County.’’ The dream took

Bea Weed, a member of the board of 
directors, suggested the name because 
there are three Claires interested in the 
home.

‘For a while we sort of ignored the 
recipient...all the emphasis seemed to be 
on this amount of material that this 
faceless person had to memorize.” 


IN A “‘reaction”’ to this, he said, many 
religious educators stressed ‘‘getting in 
touch with your experiences.’’ As a 
result, catechesis centered on the 
“development of the person and was a 
little light on content.”’ 


What we’re seeing now in religious 
education, he said, is a an approach mid- 
way between the two. ‘‘We’re starting to 
center again...texts are starting to balance 
doctrine and content with the 
experiential. It’s healthier now.’’ 


Two areas of concern to Father McCall 
are catechesis in peace and justice -and 
human sexuality. Teaching peace and 
justice requires something more explicit 
than “‘simple Bible stories,’’ he said. And 
a good program in human sexuality, he 
added, must ‘‘be balanced, but proclaim 
very loudly Catholic Christian values.”’ 


FATHER McCALL would like to do 
more “‘on-site’’ work in the parishes with 


DCMs (directors of catechetical ministry) _ 


than was formerly done by the office. 
(The title DCM has now replaced the old 
standby of DRE, or director of religious 
education.) 


Every parish with more than 600 
registered families is required to have a 
full-time DCM who is directly responsible 
to the pastor, noted Father McCall, and 
the ORE maintains a list of qualified 
applicants for the position as well as job 
descriptions for openings in the parishes. 

The quality of religious education in 
the Diocese of San Diego and the 
resources available compares very

The laity has the lion’s share of 
responsibility and opportunity when it 
comes to catechesis, noted Father 
McCall, and diocesan programs at the 
basic level and beyond, lead to a three- 
year certification recognized in all of 
California’s Roman Catholic dioceses. 
That certification must be renewed, anda 
certain amount of coursework, updating 
and renewal is required of each catechist 
in the diocese; included in this is a 
diploma program in religious education 
sponsored jointly by the diocese and the 
University of San Diego. 


“The days of handing a well-meaning 
person a CGD text and letting them go at 
it are over,’’ he said. 


THE BASIC catechist course is 48 
classroom hours, and master catechist 
certification requires an additional 30 
hours of basic theology and Church 
history, as well as renewal courses in 
catechesis. 


Teachers in the diocesan parochial 
schools have their own _ in-service 
training, noted Father McCall, but ORE 
does provide input with the diocesan 


Schools Office. 
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name. St. Clare, technically a 
“‘runaway,’’ Sister Claire said, left home 
to follow St. Francis and found her own 
community.

Irish voters pass anti-abortion amendment 


DUBLIN, Ireland (NC) — A Catholic- 
backed amendment to Ireland’s 
constitution to prohibit abortion was 
overwhelmingly passed Sept. 7. 


Although abortion is currently illegal in 
Ireland, supporters of the constitutional 
amendment said it would provide 
additional protection for the unborn and 
prevent abortion from becoming legal 
through court rulings. 


THE AMENDMENT reads: ‘‘The 
state acknowledges the right to life of the 
unborn and, with regard to the equal 
right of the mother, guarantees in its laws 
to protect, and, as far as practicable, by 
its laws to defend and vindicate that 
right.”’ 


Ireland’s Roman Catholic bishops had 


expressed for the 


amendment. 


strong support 


In a statement issued Aug. 22, the 
bishops said that approval of the 
amendment “‘could have a significant 
impact in a world where abortion is often 
taken for granted.’’ 


IN A letter read in Dublin churches 
Sept. 4, Archbishop Dermot Ryan of 
Dublin asked for a big vote in favor of the 
amendment. 


About 65 percent of the voters favored 
the amendment, but only about half of 
the electorate went to the polls. 

Critics of the amendment had aesed 
that it was unnecessary because abortion 
is already illegal. 


OPPONENTS HAD also described it 
as an attempt to make the constitution 
more Catholic than it is already. They 
said that it is improper to impose Catholic 
standards on Ireland’s small non-Catholic 
minority, about five percent of the 
population. 


““The life of the child in the mother’s 
womb is sacred and inviolable just as the 
life of the mother is sacred and inviolable. 
Neither the mother’s life nor the unborn 
baby’s life may be deliberately and 
directly terminated for any cause,’’ said 
the bishops in their August statement. 


About 95 percent of Ireland’s 3.2 
million people profess Roman 
Catholicism.

We should attack this disease 
with a cure, not condemnation 


Certain religious leaders have recently proclaimed 
that the victims of ‘‘Acquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome’’ (AIDS) are suffering because God is 
getting even with the homosexual community. 

Such a theological opinion — that God afflicts His 
sons and daughters in some perverse way with an 
incurable and usually fatal disease — runs contrary to 
the Christain tradition of a merciful and loving God. 

This odd theory has even charged that anyone can 
contract this’ disease through a handshake or casual 
contact with a homosexual. Such assertions have been 
repudiated by the medical community. — 

Such ridiculous allegations not only ignite and 
encourage mass hysteria, they also provide further 
fuel to persecute a certain segment of the population. 

Most importantly, we must realize that God loves 
all His children. He does not send them gratuitously a 
lethal sickness to punish them. He is not a God of 
revenge, but a loving Father of forgiveness. He is a 
God of compassion, not hatred. 


These religious leaders assert that since 
homosexuals have turned toward perversion, they are 
deserving of physical punishment. However, the 
documents of Vatican II state: ‘‘In our times a special 
obligation binds us to make ourselves the neighbor of 
absolutely every person, and of actively helping him 
when he comes across our path.”’ 

Our Lord said, ‘‘As long as you did it for one of 
these, the least of my brethren, you did it for me.”’ 

Surely those who profess to be ministers of the 
Gospel would offer consolation and compassion to the 
sick — not condemnation.

If AIDS is a sign of God’s wrath, then we could 
logically conclude that any illness endemic to a 
particular group or race is a sign of moral depravity 
within that group. 


Saying that God is punishing homosexuals with 
AIDS is like saying other groups or nationalities are 
punished by being more susceptible to sickle cell 
anemia or by having a higher incidence of 
schizophrenia. Or that God likes certain groups 
because they have a lower rate of heart disease. 

In an age when we have landed men on the moon, 
transplanted hearts, harnessed the power of the atom, 
it seems odd that we don’t spend more time and 
energy on medical research than on slinging moral 
invectives. 

It is enough to make one wonder who is really more 


sick — the AIDS victim or those who would condemn 
him?

Priesthood a ‘full-time occupation’ 


CASTELGANDOLFO, Italy (NC) — The priesthood is a 
‘full-time occupation”’ and should generally exclude secular and 
political activity, Pope John Paul II said Sept. 9 at a meeting with 
37 U.S. bishops. 


The primary role of priests is to celebrate Mass and administer 
the sacraments, he said. 


‘*An understanding of the need for priests to perform, with full 
human commitment and deep compassion, those activities which 
only ordained priests can do, confirms the wisdom of the bishops 
synod of 1971 in regard to the general exclusion of priests from 


‘secular and political activity,’’ the pope added. 


The pope endorsed priests’ councils because they 
“‘providentially assist the bishop in pastoral government of the 
diocese’ and restated the need for celibacy ‘‘not so much as a 
practical exigency, but as an expression of a perfect offering and 
of a configuration to Jesus Christ.”’

The pope also called on the bishops to work for vocations and 
to be open to a study of seminaries which currently is taking place 
in the United States. 


The pope stressed the place of daily Mass in the life of the 
priest and called celebrating Mass ‘‘our greatest priestly service 
to the people.”’ 


The pope quoted from a Sept. 8 pastoral letter of Archbishop 
John Quinn of San Francisco which said that ‘‘the celebration of 
the Eucharist is at the heart of what it means to be a priest.”’ 


The pope also stressed the fraternity which priests share with 
one another and told the bishops ‘‘to confirm our brother priests 
in their identity as ministers of the Eucharist, and therefore 
ministers of the Church.”’ 


‘Before the people and before our priests,’’ he added, ‘‘in 
moments of calm and in moments of crisis, we must assert the 
priorities of the priesthood,’’ which are ‘‘to concentrate on 
prayer and the ministry of the word.’’ 


The pope also pointed out that one purpose of the Mass is to 
build community among the people and said that in the Mass 
‘‘all our priests can fulfill their divine vocation and their human 
aspirations. Through our priests, each local community is built 
up in faith and charity, and in an openness to the Universal 
Church of which it is an expression.”’ 


The pope also pointed out that in the Mass, the priest’s 
‘celibacy is confirmed and strengthened’’ and added that ‘‘from 
His cross the Lord Jesus speaks to all His priests, inviting them to 
be, with Him, signs of contradiction to the world.” 


The pope also stressed that the role of the priest is also that of 
‘‘minister of reconciliation,’’ a role he described as coming after 
minister of the Eucharist in importance. 


‘‘What greater human fulfillment is there than touching 
human hearts through the power of the Holy Spirit and in the 
name of the merciful and compassionate redeemer of the 
world?’’ the pope asked. 

The pope also reiterated that the priest ‘‘alone can forgive sins 
in the name of the Lord Jesus.”’ 


Priests are servants of the people and should show a special 
love for the sick and the dying, for those in pain and sorrow, and 
for those in sin, he said.

No pain, 


Over and over again it crops up! A desperate hardship, 
a traumatic tragedy strikes and the cry goes up, “Why 
does God do this? Why me?’’ Angry accusations are 
directed at Him — maybe even total, if temporary 
rejection. We are outraged at the suffering that has fallen 
upon us or on someone we care about. How can God 
allow it? 

This is most true when the victim is a child. What has 
the child done to deserve punishment? What, we might 
ask secretly, have J done to deserve this? It is unfair! And 
from our perspective, many of the things that befall us in 
a lifetime are not fair. In fact, God has gone to some 
lengths to warn us of this. 


IT WAS manifestly unfair, for- instance, that Jesus 
should die the death of a felon. Did God rail against 
Himself because of it? It was unfair to put Mary into a 
position of scandal — an engaged woman pregnant with a 
child that was not her betrothed’s! It was unfair of Jesus to 
welcome the thief who died with Him into Paradise 
immediately when good people had still to live their lives 
out in doubt. Wasn’t it? 


Jesus’ parables stressed more than once that what we 
call unfair is not necessarily-that in God’s eyes — as the 
workers in the vineyard came to discover. It is not that 
God is unfair but that we are too simplistic in our 
perception of fairness. What is fair, for instance, in God’s 
persistent love and mercy for a persistently unfaithful and 


Ins and Outs

This writer has contrasted the strict requirements of 
some sacramental programs in dioceses against the lesser 
demands of the revised Code of Canon Law, e.g., in 
questions of the age for confirmation, the conditions for 
baptism. The message: the laws of the Universal Church 
are not as demanding as some local (diocesan, parochial) 
rules. Some people took umbrage at that view. They 


believed stronger diocesan rules resulted in better training _ 


for parents, prospective spouses and those about to be 
confirmed. One person said to allow easy access to the 
sacraments would be to provide ‘‘cheap grace.”’ 


(The phrase ‘‘cheap grace’’ was used by the Lutheran 
pastor, Dietrich Bonhoeffer, who died a martyr to the 
Christian faith in the Hitler era. In a book, The Cost of 
Discipleship, he spoke of ‘‘costly Christian living,”’ i.e. 
discipleship, the following of the Lord Jesus. ‘Cheap 
grace,’’ the opposite, was when the Church sought to do 
everything to protect the individual. Such a practice did

no palm, no cross, no crown 


lukewarm people such as we? What is fair, for that 
-matter, in His promise of salvation? 


If you, O Lord, should mark iniquities, who should 
stand? If He could, God would gift us all with perfect 
happiness, but alas, He has already gifted us with a will 
free enough to bind us in chains of our own making. We 
suffer because we are a people rent with disharmony and 
live in a world which reflects our disharmony in disease, 
conflict, distortion and all the fruits of anger and 
frustration! 


PERHAPS WE do not deserve the pain we endure. 
Certainly we do not deserve the glory and wonder of His 
freely given love. We need, I think, to seek for balance — 
for the realization that we are blessed far beyond justice, 
and that what we suffer is not due to the caprice of God 
but the state of our - human condition. 


And then, if we claim to be followers of Christ, can we 
honestly believe we deserve more than He? Can we dare 
to ask or expeci a life free of suffering and anguish? Is it 
possible to accept Jesus without His cross? Without His 
passion? Without His agony? 


‘‘We cannot pick and choose in Christ...we cannot 
receive the Christ of glory without at the same time 
bringing into our lives the Christ of pain and persecution; 
because there is but the one Christ Who cannot be 
divided. We have to take"Him as He is. If we go to Him

not challenge the individual Christian to live out 
discipleship in a strong, courageous and personal way.) 


THE WORD ‘“‘grace’’ does not much appear in 
Catholic theology today. Jesus never used the word as 
such. Instead, Christ was Himself Grace Incarnate as He 
sought out lost sheep, welcomed and forgave sinners, 
spoke of God’s loving mercy. What Jesus taught was that 
God’s love is never given because of anything the creature 
does. God gives it fréely and spontaneously without 
regard to person. 


‘“‘Cheap grace’’ goes back to a Pelagian 
misunderstanding: we don’t deserve God’s love and 
salvation unless we do something about it. The Gospels 
present another picture of Christ, Who always gives, 
always helps, even without the merit of the one needing 
aid. Some people today are demanding that you must be 


Test tube babies — 


The last article concluded by noting the right of parents 
to bear children, as long as we also realize that children do 
not exist primarily to fulfill the needs of parents to have 
children. Children exist for their own sake. 


In Latin, the word vitrum means glass, and thus the 
term in vitro refers to fertilization which does not take 
place within the mother but rather in a ‘‘glass,’’ or more 
technically, in a Petri dish (which commonly becomes 
translated as a ‘‘tube’’). 


THE PROCESS itself is somewhat simple. The 
woman is treated with hormones to stimulate maturation 
of eggs (ova) in her ovary. To locate the ovary, an eptical 
device is used, called a laparoscope; this is inserted 
through an incision in the abdominal wall. 


Under direct vision, a needle is then inserted into the 
ovary to draw out the eggs. These eggs are then placed in 
a dish (the vitrum containing blood serum and nutrients. 
Male sperm is added for fertilization. Once an egg is 
fertilized by one of the many spermatozoa, it is then 
transfered to another dish of blood serum and nutrients. 


For the next three to six days the fertilized egg divides, 
creating a cluster of cells called a blastocyst. After the 
woman receives further hormone treatment to prepare the 
uterine lining, the blastocyst is.placed in the uterus, where 


it attaches to the wall and normal embryo development 
proceeds. 


FIRST, in vitro fertilization involves externalizing both 
sperm and oyum, thus a_ step beyond artificial 
insemination, which externalizes only the sperm. What 
happens to the fertilized ova which are not implanted in 
the mother? 


Second, the sperm used in the Brown case was that of 
the husband (traditionally called A.I.H., artificial 
insemination by the husband). ; 


The question obviously poses itself: if it is not possible 
to employ the husband’s sperm for in vitro fertilization, 
could not the sperm of another male be used (traditionally 
called A.I.D. , artificial insemination by a donor)? 


THIRD, a fundamental moral question has been 
present for many years concerning both A.I.H. and 
A.1.D.: how is the sperm obtained? 


In traditional Catholic theology with its strong 
emphasis on procreation as the primary end of marriage, 
such respected moralists as Jesuits Arthur Vermeersch 
and Gerald Kelly maintained the moral permissibility of 
A.1.H., if the sperm was obtained in a morally acceptable 
way (i.e., not by masturbation). This point of view was 
later disavowed by Pope Pius XII, in his address in 1949 


seeking peace and happiness, we may find that we have 
nailed ourselves to the cross. The opposites are mixed up 
and cannot be separated; no pain, no palm; no thorn, no 
throne; no gall, no glory; no cross, no crown.

UNTIL WE ourselves have taken redemption as 
deeply into our world as is humanly possible and so-done 
our full part in its transformation, we have no right to ask 
‘“‘Why me? Why you?’’ We are God’s tools, His hands, 
His feet, His heart, and if we want a world free of pain 
and suffering, we must do our part to redeem and purify 
it as it touches us. 


How do we do that? As Jesus did. After all, He entered 
into the human condition precisely to show us how it can 
be done and that it-must be done — by us. By acceptance 
of what cannot be changed; by changing what we can; by 
loving and forgiving even where we are not loved or 
forgiven; by showing, in the way we live our lives, the 
conquering power of hope and faith. 


Then when the hurts and the tragedies come we may 
say, not, ‘‘Why me?’’ but ‘‘Why not me?’’ and find 
peace in the knowledge that in our own lives we are 
sharing in the passion of Jesus, and in our small deaths, 
we stand with Him at Calvary. It is hard, but we have 
company in our agony in the garden of our hearts. 


worthwhile (i.e., do good things) before the Church can 
help you to be good. 


So ‘‘cheap grace’? became religion too easy, 
sacraments too accessible. The Church has always taught 


that sacraments are for the people. Yet a few Catholics want 


to be judgmental; to set up the qualifications and 
circumstances under which some people can be 
considered Catholics, admitted to the sacraments. That 
view challenges the invitation made by the love of the 
Lord Jesus, the Good Shepherd, to seek the lost, to be the 
Good Samaritan who binds up the wounds of the bruised. 


WHICH VERSION of grace do you prefer? If we 
want the Church to do what Christ did, by all means let’s 
be cheap about our grace. It’s better than demanding that 
the weak and sinful be near saintly before they can be 
considered as candidates for sacraments. 


to the Fourth International Congress of Catholic Doctors. 
He taught that A.I.D. is totally to be condemned and 
A.I.H. ‘‘must be absolutely rejected’’ since it interferes 
with the ‘‘procreation of new life according to the will and 
plan of the Creator.”’ 


He repeated this negative reply to the moral 
permissibility of A.I.H. on October 29, 1951, in his 
allocution to the Italian Catholic Union of Midwives. His 
main argument here was that A.I.H. converts the 
spontaneity of marriage and the home into a biological 
laboratory. A.I.H. interferes with the conjugal act as a 
personal action. 


PIUS XII again addressed this question on May 19, 
1956, in his talk to the Second World Congress. on 
Fertility and Sterility. He repeated his former teaching of 
the inseparability of the unitive and _procreative 
dimensions of marital intimacy and added, ‘“‘It is within 
the unity of this human activity that the biological 
prerequisites of generation should take place.”’ 


Very important for our ongoing discussion of this 
subject is the Pope’s final remark in this last address: “‘On 
the subject of the experiments in artificial human 
fecundation ‘in vitro,’ let it suffice for us to observe that 
they must be rejected as immoral and absolutely illicit.’’ 
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DETROIT (NC) — “‘I rarely face an audience that is 
drooling in anticipation to hear what comes from my 
lips,’’ Jesuit Father Walter Burghardt said in his address 
on preaching at the fifth annual Detroit Conference on 
Worship. 


“One of my former homiletic teachers wisely 
instructed: ‘Presume disinterest.’ Presume that those 
people sitting together in the pews would rather feed their 
children to alligators than listen to you,’’ he said at the 
conference, whose theme was ‘“The Challege: Parish 
Conversion.’ 


FATHER BURGHARDT, esingion ¢ in Resltenie at 
Georgetown University in Washington, said that 
‘imagining is the essence of preaching. The homily isn’t 
a platonic idea suspended in air — it presupposes the 
vision, the congregation and the preacher.”’ 


Parishioners must get to know and care about each 
other, Father Burghardt continued. ‘“The hearts that go 
up to heaven hardly go out to the people next to them in 
the pews — that’s got to change. True faith is a loving 
faith that goes out to every member of the community.”’ 


Father Burghardt acknowledged that the preacher will 
face many obstacles in trying to shape the parish vision. 
Trouble spots include some peoples’ dislike for homilies 
in general; a dislike of the priest, a dislike of the new 
liturgy and one of the biggest problems, a refusal to admit 
that anything new can be learned after eight or 12 years of 
Catholic schooling. 


‘SIF A PERSON comes to church with a grudge or a 
bias, irritated or upset, or if the preacher is seen as the 
enemy, the homily will probably have nothing to say to 
that individual,’’ he said, adding that this should not 
deter the preacher from doing what. he does best: 
preaching. 

“If the preacher has a living faith, something special 
flows from that commitment to God,’’ Father Burghardt 
said. ‘‘If you feel privileged to be allowed to celebrate the 
greatest liturgical experience in the life of the Church, 
where God meets his people like nowhere else, if that’s 
your frame of mind, then these obstacles can be 


overcome.”’

Sandinistas an ‘absolute dictatorship’ 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua (NC) — The Sandinista 
government is not accepted by the people and ‘“‘has been 
imposed by force of arms,’’ said the Nicaraguan bishops 
in their first major statement on the political situation 
since the beginning of heavy fighting in February between 
government troops and U.S.-backed guerrillas. 


The bishops accused Sandinista officials of “equating 
the state with the party, which creates an absolute 
dictatorship.”’ 

“THE SOVEREIGNTY and independence of the 
country cannot be confused with the Sandinista 
revolution,’’ said the nine-member Nicaraguan Bishops’ 
Conference in a statement issued Aug. 31. 


The Sandinistas ‘‘social-judicial concept has not been 


able to legitimize itself through the free acceptance oF the 


people but has been imposed by the force of arms,’’ it 
added. 

The statement criticized government proposals for 
military conscription. The proposals became law Sept. 1 
and require men aged 18-20 to register for the military so 


CHARLESTOWN, Mass. (NC) — A priest can testify 
about a conversation in which a man told him he might 
have killed someone, a judge ruled Aug. 31. He said that 
the conversation between Father Thomas Conway of St. 
Catherine’s Church and Joseph F. McInnis, both of 
Charlestown, is admissible because it was not held during 


confession or counseling sessions. Massachusetts, law 
prohibits a priest from disclosing information he receives 
during confessions or counseling sessions unless the 
individual consents to it. being made public; under 
Church law, the seal of confession is inviolable. 
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they can be assigned to active service or in non-combat 
support positions. The law affects about 200,000 people in 
a country with a population of 2.8 million. 


THE GOVERNMENT says the mobilization is 
necessary because of the guerrilla threat. 


The bishops asked Catholics to “‘exercise their right of . 


conscientious objection.’”” About 90 percent of the 
population professes Roman Catholicism. 


The statement paralleled criticisms of the law by 
political groups opposing the government. Opposition 
comes mostly from the numerically small middle and 
upper classes. Many Sandinista opponents have sent their 
sons out of the country so they can avoid the draft. 


THE BISHOPS gave cautious support to the 
Sandinistas when they came to power in July 1979 after 
leading a guerrilla war against.the regime of Anastasio 
Somoza. Since then they have grown increasingly critical 
of the government on human rights.and religious freedom 
issues. 


While the bishops oppose the government, numerous. 


groups of priests, Religious- and laity support the 
Sandinistas and have issued statements critical of the 
guerrillas and the United States., 
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Father Burghardt spells out preaching pitfalls 


minds, he said, is a conviction that ‘‘God’s word speaks to 
you through an imperfect tool (the preacher). In my own 
theory of preaching I really believe that you’re listening 
not only to what I’m trying to say, but what God has to 
say through me.”’ 


“©YOQU’LL MISS much of what God is telling you if 
you focus solely on the humanity or inhumanity of the 
preacher.”’ 


How effective a preacher is in shaping the vision of the 
parish, depends a great deal on how that priest is seen in 
the parish community, Father Burghardt said. Is he seen 
as a member of the elite of the parish or does he come 
through as one who shares the struggles of his fellow 
parishioners on their journey of faith? 

“Tt should become clear that I’m a pilgrim, that by 
preaching to you I am first preaching to myself,’’ he said. 
‘*The pilgrim in me should not be ee you, but I should 
be sitting beside you.’ 


FURTHERMORE, ‘‘TO be genuinely faithful, the 
preacher must surrender himself totally to Christ. It’s not 
enough that my homily be a resounding call of faith. You 
must sense that these aren’t disembodied words and that 


ultimately I am the word I preach, the human vessel 


through which Christ flows.”’

The Soviet attack over Sakhalin Island 
gave the bishops’ conference a new reason 
for calling attention to the pastoral. 
Though the United States and the Soviet 
Union do not share the same philosophy 
and history, Archbishop Roach said, they 
share a crucial role in preserving world 
peace. 


For that reason Archbishop Roach said 
that ‘‘despite this massive and evil 
tragedy’? he agreed with Reagan that 
negotiations with the Soviet Union on 
nuclear weapons should continue. 


THE BISHOPS’ pastoral, in_ its 
comments on Soviet-U.S. relations, 
called attention to ‘‘the Soviet system of 
‘repression and the lack of respect in that 
system for human rights,’’ words similar 


to those used in world reaction to the . 


downing of the South Korean jet.

But the pastoral also urged that “‘we 
.avoid the trap of a form of anti-Sovietism 
which fails to grasp the central danger of a 
superpower rivalry in which both the 
United States and the Soviet Union are 
the players.’’ Both states have a common 
interest in never using nuclear. weapons, 


the pastoral added. 


The pastoral also stressed that Catholic 
teaching as enunciated by recent popes 
has called for continuing dialogue among 
the superpowers despite the ideological 
differences dividing the human race. 


SUCH STATEMENTS in the 
pastoral formed the basis for Archbishop 
Roach’s remarks condemning the attack 
but commending Reagan’s response. 

But the archbishop’s remarks were only 
part of a wider public debate over the 
appropriate U.S. response to the attack 


and the political fallout that might affect. 


such issues as the MX missile. 


In contrast to Archbishop Roach’s call 
for continued U.S.-Soviet dialogue, hard- 
liners led by Kathryn McDonald, wife of 
Rep.

A more immediate question was the 
impact the Soviet action might have on 
Congress, where Reagan’s proposals for 
defense spending continue to be 
controversial. 


In his speech Reagan said he hoped

FOR ECUMENISTS, the novel form 
of the letter may be of the most interest. 
In the ecumenical movement the style of 
Rome’s leadership in questions of faith 
and morals is watched almost as closely by 
other Christians as the content, of the 
teaching. 


Instead of a ‘‘declaration’’ addressed to 
the Catholic world at large, such as the 
doctrinal congregation has traditionally 
issued when dealing with issues of this 
type, the new document is a ‘etter’ 
addressed to the world’s Catholic bishops. 


The congregation offers its doctrinal 
reflections out of what it calls ‘‘a desire to 
offer its particular services to the bishops 
in a true collegial spirit...to assist them in 
the ministry of feeding the flock of the 
Lord with the food of truth.’’ It stresses 
the ‘“‘responsibility of the bishops’’ to 
preserve correct teaching and practice 
within their local churches and to 
maintain the unity of the local church 
with the Universal Church. 


“LET THIS collegial concern (of all 
the world’s bishops) find such a concrete 
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application that the undivided Church, 


even in the variety of local churches 
working together, may keep safe what 
was entrusted to her by God through the 
apostles,’’ it says. 

By going through the bishops rather 
than speaking directly from Rome to 
world Catholicism at large, the new 
document reflects more fully than earlier 
doctrinal congregation declarations the 
Second Vatican Council’s emphasis on 
the local church and on the role of the 
local bishop in preserving faith, order and 
Church unity. 

“Tt’s a ‘We’re all in this together’ 
tone,”’ said Msgr. Malone. That different 
tone, he said, seems to reflect not only 
Vatican II theology but Pope John Paul 
II’s emphasis on his ministry as one of 
strengthening his fellow bishops. 

OTHER CHRISTIAN communities 
which would ‘acknowledge and even 
welcome a ministry of Church unity 
centered on the bishop of Rome show 
consistent concern whether that ministry 
is perceived and exercised in Rome in an 
authoritarian way or more collegially as a 
role of service. For them the collegial tone 
of the new document will almost certainly 
be an ecumenical plus.

Loyola Marymount ordered to 
reinstate ex-Jesuit professor 


LOS ANGELES (NC) — A Los 
Angeles Superior Court judge Sept. 2 
ordered Loyola Marymount University to 
reinstate a former priest and professor 
who was fired for marrying a fellow 
teacher. . 


The university immediately filed an 
appeal, which in effect stays the order 
until a higher court issues a similar order 
or until the appeal is heard. 


MICHAEL CALLAHAN, 46, a 
former Jesuit priest, is suing the Los 
Angeles university where he was a 
tenured professor. Callahan is asking for 
more than $1 million in damages and for 
his job back. 


_ Callahan, a member of the Society of 
Jesus for 28 years, was fired from his 
position as a professor of communication 
arts in February 1982 after marrying 
without leaving the society or being 
laicized. 


Callahan filed the suit in Los Angeles 
Superior Court, where he is asking for 
$300,000 in compensatory damages and 
$1 million in punitive damages. Callahan 
had taught at the university since 1971. 


HIS LAWYER, Stanley B. Fleishman, 
asked for the court order to prevent the 
university from keeping Callahan out of 
the classroom for the fall term, which 
began Sept. 6. 

Robert Moest, Callahan’s co-council, 
said he expects the appeal to be resolved _ 
within three or four months. 


In issuing his order, Moest said, the 
judge found that the contract under which 
the university hired Callahan did not 
stipulate that he could not marry. His 
contract was the same one the university 
uses for all-clergy, Religious, and lay 
professors. 


CALLAHAN MARRIED Diane 
Stauts, a divorced mother of three, on 
Jan. 12, 1982, in a civil ceremony. She 
was chairman of Loyola Marymount’s 
education department and still teaches 
there. 


Callahan said he knew his marriage 
would generate a strong reaction at 
Loyola Marymount. He said that he and 
uis wife assumed they would both be 
expected to step down from the 
chairmanships of their departments and 
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that they were prepared to do so 
voluntarily. 


But Callahan said he did not think he 
would lose his job as a tenured professor. 
He said he had tried several means of 
appeal within the university, without 
result. 

Loyola Marymount has no published 
rules against priests leaving the 
priesthood with or without Church 
permission in either the Faculty 
Handbook or the university’s goal 
statement, said Michael Ryan, lawyer for 
the university. 

HOWEVER, HE sessaid, the 
university’s board of trustees passed a 
resolution in 1971 directing the university 
administration to ask priests who are 
tenured and who ‘“‘leave the priesthood 


_ without proper canonical standing’’ to 


leave the university. ; 

In an interview with the Los Angeles 
Times, Callahan said that in private 
conversations with a top university 
administrator, he had been led to believe 
that the resolution would not necessarily 
be followed. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (NC) — 
The Missouri Court of Appeals Sept. 6 
reversed a circuit court decision ordering 
Bishop Michael F. McAuliffe of Jefferson 
City to restore the backs of two side altars 
removed from Holy Family Church in 
Freeburg, Mo..Circuit Court Judge John 
Brackman had ruled that the bishop holds 
title to the church property in trust and 
has no right to make any changes against 
the wishes of the parishioners. The 
appeals court essentially ordered Judge 
Brackman to dismiss the case and said 
that the property of Holy Family Parish is 
vested in the bishop of the diocese and is 
under the control of Church law. The six 
plaintiff parishioners, who filed the suit 
five years ago, have no authority to 
control the church property, the appeals 
court ruled. Commenting on the appeals 
court decision to dismiss the case, Louis 
C. DeFeo, attorney for the Jefferson City 
diocese, said that the decision supported 
the free exercise of religion clause, one of 
the rights guaranteed in the Constitution. 
An agreement had been reached between 
Church officials and the parish council to 
remove the altars and the suit was filed 
after work was begun.

Religious in education. 


Some think the definition of parochial 
schools may have to change. A Catholic 
school is not necessarily one run by 
Sisters, but is one that teaches 
“everything a public school does, but 
with the Catholic values ingrained in 
everything,’’ said Father Eamonn Lyng, 
pastor of Good Shepherd parish in Mira 
Mesa. Catholic lay people are every bit as 
able to instill those values in children as 
Religious are, he said. 


Holy Family School has no Sisters on 
staff, ‘‘and it is recognized as a good 
school. There are other schools headed 
that way and they seem to be doing fine,’’ 
Father Lyng said. 

GOOD SHEPHERD School, the 
newest in the diocese, has just added two 
grades; it now has three Mercy Sisters on 
its staff and has Mercy Sister Bernadine 
Morrisroe as its principal. 


Sister Bernadine, who has. been 
involved in education for 20 years, thinks 
something will be lost if the numbers of 
Religious in education drops as low as 
Father Clark predicts, but ‘‘I have such 
marvelous faith in the laity. The lay 
principals I know are absolutely 
fantastic.” ; 


A Religious gives something unique to 
education, she said, ‘‘but it is hard for me 
to. put words on it.’’ Sisters have a 
‘‘different perspective’’ from the laity, 
who live in the pragmatic ‘‘business 
world,”’ she said. 


SHE HOPES there will be enough 
new vocations to reverse the trend toward 
an absence of Religious educators, but 
‘unless there is an increase in vocations, 
I could see that happening.”’ 


Another principal who hopes the Holy 
Spirit will-bring forth more vocations to 
the Religious life is Nazareth Sister St. 
Fintan Keaveney of Nazareth School. 


‘‘When I look at the future, I look with 
faith,’’ Sister St. Fintan said. She does 
not think Religious will account for just 
one percent of school faculties by the year 
2000. 


“I THINK you’re going on statistics 
rather than faith, and I hope it won’t go 
down that low.’’ Once Sisters come out of 
their ‘‘cocoons’’ and are “‘more sure of 
themselves than ever before,’’ their 
witness will attract more people to answer 
God’s call, she said. 


Vatican II, which cleared the way for 
Religious to explore apostolates other 
than the traditional ones (education and 
health care, primarily), led to a decline in 
the number of Religious working in 
education. 


For many, it was not a matter of 
leaving education, but going to other 
apostolates, said Eudist Brother John 
Shinsky, history teacher and guidance 
counselor at Marian High School. 

HE THOUGHT about a health care 


apostolate after he worked briefly in a 
hospital, ‘‘but in the final analysis I came 


back into education.’’ He has taught in 
high schools 16 years. 


Involvement and the witness of 
community life are two unique things 
Religious can offer to schools, Brother 
Shinsky said. ‘‘We are in a community so 
we can devote ourselves to education in a 
special way — not having many of the 
concerns a married or single person 
would have.”’ 


While lay teachers have to concern 
themselves with mortgages and bills, only 
one person in a community usually tends 
to such demands. ‘‘We can _ bring 
something special because we have that 
freedom, that time,’’ he said. 


BROTHER SHINSKY can attend 
four or five extra-curricular events a week 
— a luxury of time many educators don’t 
have.

should also be evident in Religious, he 
said. ‘‘By our way of life we-should be 
giving an example....(We) are supposed 
to have a simpler lifestyle,’ he said. 


The missing witness of Religious in 
schools may further diminish the number 
of young people who consider a Religious 
life. Brother Shinsky’s admiration for the 


Christian Brothers who taught him had’ 


something to do with his acceptance of the 
call from God, he said. 


AUGUSTINIAN FATHER John 
Pejza agreed. Now the principal of Saint 
Augustine High School for Boys, he once 
attended the school. His exposure to 
Augustinian teachers influenced his 
vocation, he said. 5 

‘‘The seeds of vocation are planted and 
given a chance to grow in a school 
situation,’’ he said. There is a chance 
there will be fewer young people entering 
the Religious life if they have no role 
models at school. 

‘‘Academically I think there is no 
difference’’ between schools with 


Religious and those without, he said. 


HOWEVER, IN other ways the loss of 
Religious from schools ‘‘definitely will 
have an effect. The Religious in schools 
add an extra dimension. I’m not saying 
lay teachers are less dedicated, but with 
families they have less time to dedicate to 
school than a Religious might,”’ he said. 


‘‘The example of...people who have 
dedicated their lives to God and are 
working in this way gives an example to 
the students, and that adds something,”’ 
Father Pejza noted. 


The predicted severe decline in the 
number of Religious educators did not 
surprise Father Pejza. The Augustinian 
order has a ‘“‘relatively small’’ number of 
vocations in the California province — 
about one a year, he said. 

THE NEW Augustinian provincial in 
California plans to make vocations a 
priority since the local province has not 
seen the upswing in vocations reported in 
some areas, Father Pejza said. 


One Sister, who asked not to be 


identified, left formal education because 
of a “‘lack of support from pastors and 
parents.’ The 25-year veteran of 
parochial elementary schools also left 
because of pressures exerted on her by 
people outside of education who made too 
many demands. 


She thinks there are fewer Religious in 
education because Sisters are ‘‘in more 
diverse apostolates _ because their 
individual talents are being recognized 
and used for the good of the Church.”’ 


BEFORE VATICAN II, most orders 
steered community members into 
education or nursing, and not all women 
really felt called to either, she said. 


Another Sister, who was an educator 
and principal for 23 years before entering 
another field, echoed the sentiments 
expressed by the other ex-teacher. ‘‘Even 
though we can do a wonderful job in the 
classroom, I don’t feel a Sister is an 
indispensable person in the classroom. 
We have wonderful lay people who are 
educated to do the job,”’ she said.

Methodists, Jews, Catholics and 
evangelical Christians have been referred 
to the home from several agencies, 
including San Pasqual High’s Sims 
School (for pregnant women) and the 
Pro-Life Hotline, among others. 


Some of the women learned of the 
home through doctors, churches or 
friends, Sister Claire said. One thing all 
the pregnant women have in common is, 
‘They want to carry their babies,’’ Sister 
Claire said. 5; 


ALL THE women who have lived at 
the home have carried their babies to 
term, except one who moved out and has 
not yet decided the fate of her child. 


Heidi ruled out abortion because, she 
felt, if she had opted for abortion, ‘‘I 


wouldn’t be me, I’d be different...I’m 
having fun because I know no one can tell 
me what to do with my baby.”’ 


Her family lives in the San Francisco 
Bay Area. Her sisters are being 
supportive, she said, but her father will 
not believe she is pregnant. She has never 
known her mother. 


MANY OF the women who come to 
the home have had childhoods devoid of 
the benefits middle class children take for 
granted, Sister Claire said. The mothers 
really appreciate the home, situated in a 
middle-class neighborhood, because it is 
better than some of them have ever 
known, she noted. 


Heidi appreciates the company 
provided at St. Clare’s. ‘‘I consider this a 
family because I’ve never had anything 


like this,’’ she said. 


Living with several others has not 
always been easy, Heidi added. 
‘Sometimes it is hard to understand 
where they are coming from,”’ she said of 
her roommates, who come from a wide 
variety of familial, religious and economic 
backgrounds. 


“T?VE LEARNED a lot about getting 
along with different age groups,’’ she 
said. ‘Twenty-one is the average age of 
residents so far — ages have ranged from 
15 to 30. Saint Clare’s is open to 
emancipated minors and those over 18. 


Although Sister Claire thinks it is 
‘“incredible’’ that ‘‘we’ve covered a lot of 
ground’’ in just a few months, she has 
already set her sights on opening another 
home. : 


She wants to establish a home for girls 
under 18, and to start an infant care 
center that will run on government funds. 
The center may help St. Clare’s mothers 
find work after they give birth. 


FOR MANY, there is no easy answer 
after leaving St. Clare’s. The women can 
stay up to two months after having the 
baby, but then must support themselves. 


Nearly all of the mothers want to get off 
welfare, Sister Clare said, but with 
expensive child care, finding a job is not 
much of a solution. 


Some of the residents have gone home 
and others have chosen to room with 
women they met at Saint Clare’s. Heidi . 
may get a part-time job or go live with 
one of her sisters, or “‘If things work out, 

I may live in Escondido with a 
roommate,”’ she said.

Mirando desde cerca a la realidad de

En 1977 la Congregacién Vaticana 
para la Doctrina y la Fe emitid una 
declaracién formal, aprobada por el Papa 
Pablo VI, sefialando que la mujer no 
puede ser admitida al sacerdocio.

La madre, toda emotiva y lacrimosa,

The Gallup Poll, conducted between 
June 24-27, asked 1,558 people if they 
favored or opposed the U.S. Supreme 
Court’s ruling ‘‘that a woman may go to 
a doctor and end pregnancy at any time 
during the first three months.’’ 


‘““THAT IS not what the Supreme 
Court ruled, either in 1973 or as recently 
as last June,’’ Shaw said. 


“‘The court did not legalize abortion in 
the first three months of pregnancy; it 
legalized abortion at any time during the 
nine months of pregnancy,’’ he 
continued. 


He also said an Aug. 30 NC News story 
on the Our Sunday Visitor report implied 
that objections to the Gallup Poll wording 
“‘reflect an esoteric quibble on the part of 
a few.” 


THE NC story said, ‘‘Some pro-lifers 
have objected to the wording of poll 
questions which refer only to abortion 


during the first three months of 


pregnancy because the Supreme Court 
rulings extend beyond the first 
trimester.”’

RENEW office has also trained the small 
group facilitators, who number as high as 
200 in some of the larger parishes, such as 
Our Mother of Confidence in University 


City and Our Lady of Grace in El Cajon. 


Thus, even before the Sept. 25 sign-up 
date, he added, 5,000-6,000 people are 
already committed to RENEW and at 
work in Imperial and San Diego County 
parishes. 


Following the Sept. 25 sign-up Sunday 
is an Oct. 2 Sunday of prayer for 
RENEW. At all Masses ‘‘people ‘will be 
asked to pray each day for the success of 
RENEW,”’’ said Msgr. Dickie. ‘‘With 
prayer it will work, without prayer, it 

‘won't. If we are not doing the work of the 
Holy Spirit, then we are wasting our 
time.” : 

WHILE MUCH RENEW activity will 
take place in the small home groups with 
prepared materials, each week's sharing 
and study will be keyed to the Sunday 
Mass; homilists have been encouraged to 
link the readings with the RENEW 
themes whenever possible. 


To that end, the diocesan Center for 
Liturgy and prayer has scheduled several 
workshops and prepared liturgy planning 
materials for the first six RENEW 
Sundays, beginning with the 28th Sunday 
in Ordinary Time, Oct. 9, through the 
33rd Sunday, Nov. 13. 


The Liturgy Center has set two 
workshops for lectors at Holy Family 
Church in Linda Vista. One is scheduled 
for Wednesday, Sept. 21 from 7:30 to 10 
p-m., and the alternative session for those 
unable to attend the first is set for 
Sunday, Sept. 25, from 2 to 4:30 p.m. 


THE CENTER has scheduled an all- 
day workshop Saturday, Oct. 1, for 
clergy, liturgy planning teams, 
musicians, lectors, lay eucharistic 
ministers and ushers at St. Mary 
Magdalene Parish Hall. 

“*Because of the special importance the 
RENEW process places on liturgical 
planning,’’ notes Father Raymond G. 


O’Donnell, director of the Liturgy 
Center, the guest speaker for the day will 
be Father Eugene Walsh, S.S., a 
nationally known liturgist and author. 


Father Walsh will also give two. 
workshops in the Imperial Valley Sept. 
29; he will attend a deanery session from 
1:30 to 4 p.m. at Our Lady of Guadalupe 
Church in Calexico, and, meet that 
evening at St. Mary School in El Centro 
with clergy and laity involved with 
RENEW. 
~.THE LITURGY Center has also 
scheduled a workshop in Spanish for 
parish RENEW coordinators and liturgy 
committee members. It is scheduled for 
Saturday, Oct. 15 at St. Charles parish, 
Imperial Beach. The workshop, to be 
presented by Father Peter Navarra, will 
focus on basic liturgical principles, liturgy 
planning, music and Eucharist. 


Developed by the Archdiocese of 
Newark six years ago, RENEW is more a 
process than a program, said Msgr. 
Dickie. ‘‘A program has a beginning and 
an end; we would see this as leading to 
something that is on-going.” 

After three years, RENEW in Newark 
resulted in from 20 to 40 percent of all 
Sunday Mass-goers becoming involved, 
in their parishes, with activities in 
addition to Sunday Mass; the national 
average is about 12 percent, said Mser. 
Dickie, who visited the archdiocese a year 
ago last March. ‘‘I was impressed with 
what I saw.’’ 

“T DON’T think RENEW starts out 
with the idea of being an adult education 
program,’’ said Msgr. Dickie. ‘‘but 
hopefully what we will end up with is 
people who are excited about being 
Catholic, and with a hunger for adult 
education, in a formal sense, afterwards. 
RENEW is thoroughly Catholic.’’ 


Although conceived as a three-year 
process, RENEW has continued in 
Newark more than two years after it was 
scheduled to end, noted Msgr. Dickie. 
“For our own diocese, we need to see 
where we’ll be two-and-a-half years from 
now.”’
